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SVENSON

ee VENSON had come home. Still dressed in the gray 
uniform of the Tahoochee School, he stood on the plat- 
form of the tiny station around which lay corrals and 
cattle-chutes, a water-tank, and the desert. 

The other one passenger who left the train, which 
already was proceeding, held her hand out, saying: 
“Well, good-bye, Mr. Svenson, I see my uncle is here. 
We’ll meet again, sometime, I hope.” 

Svenson awkwardly shook hands, replying: 

Good-bye, I think I see you sometime, mebbe so, My 
father is here.” 

The white girl looked in the direction Svenson indicated, and 
smiled; but her smile disappeared as she glanced once again at 
the young Indian. A minute later she had driven away down the 
narrow road that stretched like a brown ribbon into the desert, in 
company with her uncle, the Reverend Mr. Holdway, the mis- 
sionary. 

Walking, with feet wide apart on legs bowed from constant 
riding, an old man slowly came to Svenson. His face of scorched 
parchment was drawn into a wrinkled smile of welcome. Long 
wisps of coarse hair, slightly grayed, escaped from the yellow 
head-band wound tightly about his skull. Around his neck and 
his lean arms were ornaments and bracelets of silver, carved with 
hieroglyphics, and studded with lumps of turquoise. His blanket 
was crimson, tarnished with dust, and stained with grease. 

Svenson had come, after an absence of six years spent at the 
white man’s school, home to his own people, the Navajo; home 
to Shush-um-pa, the medicine man, his father. 

Standing before his son, the old man gravely looked him over, 
his eyes traveling from the shiny new suit-case, with its initia] 
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dark hair cut short after the manner of the white. A smile of 
approval displaced Shush-um-pa’s momentary gravity ; his gnarled 
brown hand was thrust forward in the gesture of greeting. 

Svenson felt just the slightest impulse of hesitancy; then he 
took his father’s hand firmly in his own. 

“My father!” he said; “I am ver’ glad to see you now!” 

The old man looked puzzled, yet content. Turning from the 
station, without another word, he led the way to the encampment 
in the shadow of the water-tank, where, with his family, he had 
for several days been awaiting his son. Amid the white-covered 
wagons, a tiny fire was burning on the ground, over which 
crouched a wrinkled squaw, baking on a hot stone little cakes of 
blue cornmeal and pounded meat. Shush-um-pa indicated her with 
the peculiar pointing of pursed lips known of his people, and said 
something in Navajo. 

Svenson, his birth-tongue half-forgotten, gathered that the 
woman was his mother; but how she had changed! The squaw 
made no sign; now and then she glanced sideways at her son. A 
barefooted young squaw proved to be his sister. A purblind, white 
haired old man arose and tottered forward, and, lifting his eyelids 
with shaky fingers, peered into his grandson’s face; after which 
he muttered and mumbled and childishly played with the brass 
buttons on the uniform tunic. Children of many ages, almost 
innocent of clothes, peeped at him from behind the wagons, or 
popped into the sage brush like rabbits when he approached. 
Strapped upright in a papoose-cradle, a brown-faced baby, his 
sister's man-child, slept peacefully against a soap-box. Blankets, 
saddles, harness, food, and camp-litter were scattered about. 

With a pealing yell, a lad, well-nigh naked, mounted on a 
many colored Pinto pony, charged down out of the desert, driving 
before him a dozen shaggy horses which had been grazing round 
about. At the last possible moment he swung forward of the racing 
horses and headed them away with a flourishing blanket ; where- 
upon, swiftly dismounting, he shrouded himself in the blanket 
until only his dancing eyes were visible. 

Svenson came forward with outstretched hand, and his younger 
brother threw aside his covering and his dignity and greeted 
Svenson with a shrill whoop; then, as his eyes fell upon the suit- 
case, he said: 
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“Fine box! Very good to put corn in maybe!’ 

Svenson made no reply; but he took an opportunity to put his 
suit-case into a wagon, where he carefully covered it. 

That night he tried to sleep on the ground, which was very 
hard and unyielding; the star-shine and the late moonlight dis- 
turbed him sorely, and the crazy laughter of the coyotes out in 
the desert was abominable. Yet, too, there came to him a curious 
emotion of satisfaction—moving beneath all the discomforts and 
irritations like the smooth current of a stream under the chafings 
and eddies on its surface—an emotion that, at last, near dawn, 
soothed him into sleep. 

In the morning, Shush-um-pa gave the word to break camp; 
the family began the hundred mile journey back to the Two Gray 
Hills, the point on the reservation from whence it came, where it 
dwelt amid its kindred, in their “hogans’—those rude, round 
structures of cedar poles which are covered with adobe until they 
take on the appearance of giant ant-hills. 


His absence of six years he bridged, as it were, with his 
education at a single stride. Svenson assumed a place among his 
people such as six years spent among them could not possibly 
have given him—unless Svenson had turned out to be an excep- 
tional man, tried and proved by exceptional circumstances. He 
occupied an honored place in the Council, more because he knew 
the lore of the white man and was a far traveler, than because 
he was the son of the medicine man, Shush-um-pa. The maidens 
regarded him at once timidly and encouragingly. Old men approv- 
ingly listened to him when he spoke. 

But the young men, Svenson’s contemporaries, rebelled. After 
the glamor of his bestowed and not achieved greatness had been 
weakened by time (that test-acid of all men and all things), they 
were not content only when Svenson held forth in the Council, 
where tribal and lodge disputes and affairs of general concern 
were threshed out; but with the skepticism and irreverence of 
youth, they began to question Svenson’s dictums, to pick flaws in 
his wisdom. In short, they began to talk back. 

Svenson was at first made angry when the criticism arose ; he 
fought hard for his place, but in his own heart he was divided 
against himself; he therefore did not fight well. His own heart 
sided too many times with the most relentless of his critics. His 
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rather haughty aristocratic blitheness gave way, at last, to a per- 
manent moroseness that hid his inward bewilderment and inarticu- 
late resentment, even as the Navajo blanket hid but did not 
alleviate the bruises and galls which his softened body for a long 
time bore after he had returned to the ground for a bed, and 
exchanged the chairs of the distant school for the saddle. He 
knew so much more than his unschooled contemporaries ; yes! but 
he also knew so much less than they. In the school, he had been 
taught to make good shoes; but his people stuck to moccasins. 
The white man’s forge he understood, and the use of the saw ; but 
horses go unshod in the desert and the domed hogan is accounted 
a more economical and convenient dwelling than houses made of 
boards, since there are no saw-mills in the desert. Perhaps his 
people were wrong; but their wrong to them was right, and 
Svenson knew himself to be no reformer, no moulder of new 
ways, although he himself could follow new ways. 

He could cultivate gardens such as they had at the school, but 
he did not know where to seek the spots in dry arroyo beds where 
the young corn and squash could reach the water. His clumsy 
efforts with a flail excited merriment not always repressed and 
jests which stung him despite his knowledge that he could write 
on a typewriter, if not given too many hard words to copy. His 
own English was practically useless, but his half ignorance of 
Navajo, was a serious handicap. Nobody was interested in his 
knowledge of the Bible, but to him the chantings of the medicine- 
men—scorn them as he might as the mumblings of a childish 
superstition—brought uneasy emotions and dim, troubling fears. 
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Shush-um-pa no longer smiled when he met his son ; his mother 
was ever silent; his sister openly belittled him; his younger 
brother avoided Svenson as much as he could. 

The brooding trouble grew into a storm. 


The young braves precipitated the climax, which came because 
of the long-vexed dispute concerning Svenson’s too easy admit- 
tance to the Council. The law was decidedly on the side of 
Svenson’s critics; even Shush-um-pa was acutely aware of this. 
According to tribal law, Svenson, despite his years, and _ his 
knowledge of the white man’s lore, was still a boy who had not 
undergone the ordeal of initiation required for the making of a 
brave. 
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He rode away, 
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And, at last, in open Council, it was decided that Svenson must 
secure his medicine. He must go into the mountains for the fast, 
and the communion of spirits, the observation of these sacred 
rites being required by ancient custom of every Navajo before he 
acquires citizenship. Svenson made no resistance to the decree, 


which, after all, he felt, was a just one. 
Accordingly, after partaking of the ceremonial of purification, 
in company with Shush-um-pa and two “hatalthe,” or chanters of 


the tribe, Svenson was conducted into the mountains. There, in a 
deep pass lying between two great peaks immemorially sacred to 
the gods, he was left alone. It was expected of him to stay for 
seven days without food, fire, water, or blankets, in order that 
the spirits of good and evil should come to him, at once tempting 
and instructing him, and laying upon him sacrifices and com- 
mandments by which he could regulate his life. He was not to 
wander; he was not to talk or sleep; here he was to make his 
medicine, as befitted the son of a medicine man and priest. 

But to Svenson no spirits came. He knew nothing of the 
methods of meditation by which the medicine-men and braves 
sink into a condition of self-induced hypnosis during long-con- 
tinued fasts. On the third day, driven by his hunger, he gave over 
all thought of prayers and ceremonials. Using water from a little 
spring near by, he wetted the sacred meal into small cakes, which 
he baked at a fire carefully screened by brush from over-curious 
eyes which might be near. That night he kept his fire well sup- 
plied, and slept in the warmth and comfort of a cranny in the 
rocks. The next day he busied himself in making snares of twisted 
bark, and during the remainder of the vigil he ate squirrels and 
rabbits. When Shush-um-pa came to him on the seventh day, 
again accompanied by the two singers, they were surprised at 
Svenson’s condition of well-being, but they rejoicingly interpreted 
it as a mark of the especial favor of the gods. That he had dared 
to commit a sacrilege had never occurred to them. Shush-um-pa 
inwardly re joi ed. 

One other act remained to be performed. Svenson must secure 
his medicine—his talisman of good fortune, the badge of a brave 
of honor in the tribe. Since his mother was a woman of the Lodge 
of the Eagle, and since, among the Navajo, descent is traced 
through the female, Svenson must capture, alive and unhurt, a 
full-grown eagle, in order that its feathers, filled with life, might 








might take unto himself the eagle’s qualities. 

To this end, a pit was dug on a mesa peak, large enough to 
contain a crouching man. Over its top was arranged a covering 
of light withes, with a hole in the center through which to push 
an arm. The withes were covered with a thin layer of earth made 
smooth and planted with weeds and grasses until it took on the 
appearance of the surrounding ground. Into the pit crawled 
Svenson—a human trap—with a live rabbit tied over the hole in 
the covering of the pit. 

For several days he crouched there, coming out only at night. 
Frequently he was forced to protect his living bait from marauding 
hawks and coyotes. Almost a week had passed when, near the close 
of a still, hot afternoon, as Svenson sat cramped and dozing in 
the narrow pit, falling straight down out of the blue void, came 
his eagle. 

The bird grasped the squealing rabbit in his talons, but the 
string held fast and he could not at once soar again without for- 
saking his prey. 

Aroused by the beating of the powerful wings, Svenson peered 
upward just as the slender withes parted asunder. The hand that 
should have been thrust quickly through the hole when the eagle 
struck, was unready, and withes, rabbit, eagle, and sodden earth, 
were precipitated into the pit, almost covering Svenson.

Covered with blood, and half-conscious, Svenson returned to 
his father’s hogan, broken and defeated. He had-tried to make 
the medicine of a chief’s son—and he had failed! 

For a short time, until his wounds were healed, he lingered 
=< around the camp, an object of pitying glances from the women 














and a butt for laughter with the more successful braves who 
ostentatiously displayed their medicine-pouches in his sight. 

Che last of his courage had gone out of him. He was sick at 
heart. “‘Even the white man’s school was better than this,” he 
thought, and the reflection gave birth to an idea. He would go 
back to the white people and live as best he might. Where could 
he go? Not to the Agency—there were too many Indians there 
who knew of his failure. There remained the Mission? But among 
the white men. none lived save as he labored. Well, he would go 
to the missionary, and ask for work. 

He told Shush-um-pa, indicating the Mission with peculiar 
pointing gesture of pursed lips known of his people. 

“Sho!” he muttered. “Sho ugitchi—I go!” 

His father’s wrinkled face remained stolid, but in the half- 
closed eyes came a little gleam of pain. He rose and hung about 
the throat of Tsa-assun Nega, his son, a tiny sack made from an 
eagle’s skin with the feathers still intact, filled with crushed herbs 
and the teeth of a suckling fawn taken alive while it ran—a pouch

3 ; a constant imploration to the Trues. 

‘Akahay—Farewell,” he muttered, and then he turned aside 
with a grunt: “Igee! Ne ugitchi!—You go! Ugh!” 

Svenson would have answered, but something rose in his throat 
and stopped his speech. He dropped the blanket over the doorway, 
shutting himself out. Placing a rude saddle constructed from a 
fork of the quaking-aspen, leather-covered and ornamented with 
brass tacks, upon the shaggy paint-pony which was his father’s 
gift, he mounted and rode away to the east in the direction of the 
Mission, following a dim trail in and out among the sage. 


The Reverend Mr. Holdway chanced to need help—or, rather, 
his hard-working and worrying wife needed help because of her 
five young children, and, although experience had taught the 
missionary to be wary of converted Indians, Svenson was given a 
chance as a hewer of wood and bearer of water, performing menial 
tasks in the kitchen and stable, and helping to care for the 
children. 

He saw again the young white woman, Mr. Holdway’s niece, 
he had met on the train on his home-coming journey. She greeted 
him with a cordiality which betokened a readiness to resume the

footing on which their acquaintance had begun ; but Svenson, who 
had forgotten her, and now was mortified by her presence, assumed 
the most stolid and impenetrable aspect of his Navajo character, 
and avoided her. Repulsed, she drew back on her side, and for a 
long time the girl and Svenson saw but little of each other. 

Miss Clara Rutherford was an invalid, sent from her far East- 
ern home to be cured of pulmonary trouble by the high, pure air 
of the desert ; she was able to do but little work in the house, and 
passed the days in the open air, wrapped in a blanket in some 
sheltered nook, reading, or walking and riding for frequent but 
short journeys on the mesa. As her strength slowly yet surely 
returned, she resumed her work with pencil and brush. She made 
many sketches of Svenson: he interested her curiously ; she won- 
dered about his story ; she wondered why the young bright faced 
school cadet she had encountered on the threshold of his home, 
was now a silent, drawn faced exile from that home, here in the 
house of the white people; to all outward appearance, nothing 
but an ordinary Indian, save for the degradation of his employ- 
ment—a degradation which Clara Rutherford was still too ignor- 
ant of the Navajo to estimate, at the real depth into which it 
plunged a chief’s son doing the mean tasks of a squaw. 

Svenson was sick—this was his trouble—sick with home-sick- 
ness, and he was a man who had no home. He had no home among 
his birth-folk; he had no home among the white-folk ; he could 
not make a home for himself apart from either, or both. 

But nostalgia devoured him daily. His brain ran riot with un- 
bidden yet unavoidable dreams. He shut his eyes and smelt the 
smoke of fires; in his mouth came the taste of corn and pounded 
meat. He saw his father reclining on a heap of gaudy blankets, 
and his brother riding down the wind driving the horse-herd. 
Often when the missionary’s children were playing quietly, he 
would lie down on the hot sand, gazing with unseeing eyes into 
the turquoise void above, or watching an eagle sailing in high, 
vast circles, hung on sure wings between earth and sky. At such 
times the call of blood to blood would come like a hand that 
clutched his heart; then he would turn over on his face in the 
darkness of his pain until the children wandered and the querulous 
voice of the missionary’s wife recalled him to his neglected duties. 
And always he heard voices—voices clamorous and intense ; voices 
that were the voices of ten thousand ancestors muttering within 








him for recognition, and tearing at him for utterance—the utter- 
ance which he could not give. 


For a time, he grew careless in his dress; then he procured a 
gaudy blanket, which he wore bound about his waist with a belt 
made of heavy silver disks, in which he invested his savings. His 
duties were neglected, and the children wandered wide, while 
Svenson busied himself with his own pleasures. Many times the 
missionary was on the point of dismissing him, but the pleadings 
of Miss Rutherford, the one person for whom Svenson would still 
perform willing service, were only just sufficient to hold him in 
his place. Finally, he was given over to her charge entirely, to 
accompany her on the excursions that she made away from the 
Mission, now that she was growing stronger. 

Svenson accepted his new service complacently, for it gave him 
also a chance to wander, and anything that removed him from the 
too close wardership of the missionary’s wife seemed to him much 
to be desired. 

Under Svenson’s charge the spell of the desert’s calm took hold 
on the white girl and the days crept past with light steps through 
the brooding sunshine, slipping backward and blending together 
like the lives that are lived in dreams. Replacing the hectic spots 
of scarlet in the girl’s pale cheeks, there came again the flush of 
health. 

The last weeks of the golden Summer sped away. A singular, 
bizarre comradeship sprang to life between the white girl and the 
Indian. Together they explored many of the ancient ruins— 
communal tenements of a vanished and forgotten race—that dot 
the valleys, or perch crumbling on the steepest mesa crags. Svenson 
taught the girl to ride instead of merely sitting on a horse. En- 
amoured of the life, half in jest, half in earnest, she draped her 
shoulders with a gorgeous Navajo blanket.

“She tek horse ?”’ Svenson asked. 

The “Yes” was almost inaudible. 

The Indian released her and the woman sank into a chair. 
Wrapping the blanket about him Svenson plunged into the storm. 

Fighting every inch, at last the line of cliffs that had drawn 
his steps loomed just ahead and he skirted its edge for a few 
yards. Climbing, stumbling, sinking to his knees in the soft snow 
drifted between the rocks, he gained the narrow ledge which made 
a pathway to the haven he believed the girl would seek if indeed 
she was not safe in some Indian hogan. A sheltered crevice formed

coming in short gasps.

Slowly his 
lips were stiffening, but from between them came, now, a soft 
croon, as a mother sings to her babe who is asleep—a song of his 
people—a song of Thanksgiving to the gods of the Navajo. 

“Earth Mother, Sky Father, Meeting, blending together, Each 
the other helping. All is beautiful, All is ever beautiful, All is 
beautiful.” 

Once, as he replenished the fire, the girl stirred and shivered.

“Bulls” and “bears” 
have been driven into the theatrical sham- 
bles and are waiting to be slaughtered 
alike to garnish the table for the Thespian 
feast. 

There need be no regret that the the- 
atre is thus being turned to serve a prac- 
tical corrective purpose by shedding light 
upon the intrigues of the business world.

It is, moreover, not in the least indelicate, 
notwithstanding its rather sensitive sub 
ject. 

The performance, too, is all that could 
be desired. Acting runs in the blood, and 
it must not be forgotten that Mr. Drew 
belongs to one of the most famous theat- 
rical families in America. The character

“The Gay Hussars 
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of Billy Hargreave gives him an oppor- 
tunity to show how fine are his accom- 
plishments as a light comedian and how 
easily, if he chose, he might crowd the 
reputation of his more precise and formal 
brother, Mr. John Drew. He does not 
have the field to himself, for Mrs. Stuart 
Robson is equally clever in her way in 
the character of M/rs. Sloane. Miss Jane 
Marbury, as Bi//y’s sister, supplies a capi- 
tal foil for the star, and Mr. Franklyn 
Jones does all that is necessary with the 
part of the rival lover. Miss Marion 
Chapman, as the heroine, has little to do, 
except to listen disturbedly to Br//y’s 
lisping, and there are other roles, small 
but well played. 


HE success last year of Mr. Eugene 
Walter's “The Easiest Way,” the 
play dealing with that underworld which 
borders Broadway and has its outlet in 
the night restaurant life of New York’s 
Tenderloin, was almost certain to breed 
an aftermath of dramas written around 
similar themes. This inducement to imita- 
tion was, in fact, the only real da» ‘er in 
Mr. Walter’s work. “The Easiest Way” 
addressed a vital question of social mor- 
als and argued it with power. It was not 
a parade of vice for the sake of vice 
alone. It developed situations of deep 
significance and great intensity, growing 
directly out of the lives of its characters, 
and its intrinsic morality, whatever may 
have been the unpleasantness of its sur- 
face aspect, was scarcely open to un- 

prejudiced argument. 
I was not one of those, therefore, who

joined in the hue and cry against the play 
which was raised in the offices of envious 
managers and prolonged in the pulpit. 
But I foresaw what was to be its influence 
upon writers of less experience and skill. 
And so it has proved. ‘The Narrow 
Path,” a miserable parade of licentious- 
ness to pander to a morbid curiosity in 
that kind of life, brought last season to 
an inglorious end. Now, as if to offer 
fresh insult to the stage, the present the- 
atrical year has opened with “The Only 
Law,” a play by Mr. Wilson Mizner and 
Mr. George Bronson-Howard, which is 
not a whit less reprehensible than its im- 
mediate predecessor. Thus are the bitter 
fruits of “The Easiest Way” falling 
while the drama that bred them still 
clings to the vine. Since the imitations 
have proved conclusively that the public 
is in no temper for plays intended only 
to rake over the surface of vice, it is to 
be hoped that the threatened wave will 
soon subside. 

In its general plan “The Only Law” is 
a dim shadow of Mr. Walter’s play. Some 
of its dialogue is expertly written, but 
more often it is dull in its reiteration of 
coarse and vulgar slang. It points no 
moral which is not needless, obvious, and 
commonplace. It is an attempt to picture 
the experiences of a man abhorred _ be- 
yond all other offenders against the social 


law—one who lives on the earnings of 








women as low as himself. This character,

In other words, the 
female companion of the masculine bird 
of prey is saved from her evil life by a 
guileless broker whom she has previously 
systematically deceived for the benefit of 
her companion. “Happy!” A more bit 
terly unhappy state of affairs is not 
within the range of human imagination. 

An inconsistency so remarkable that it 
is worth noting runs throughout the play. 
Printed in the program is a speech by one 
of the characters which is supposed to 
serve as a motto. “Being on the square 
with a pal is the only law we know,” says 
Jean, a chorus-girl and one of the prin 
cipal harpies. Yet, in arriving at the dé 
nouement, there is not so much as one 
character who remains loyal to the others, 
unless it be the gullible broker who is the 
common victim of them all. 

The unsavory crew whose lives are 
represented include a show-girl, her girl 
chum, their common male companion, a 
“wire tapper” resident in the hotel with 
them, and one or two lesser personages. 
Jean, the show-girl, is given a substantial 
sum by her infatuated broker to purchase 
a piano. She uses it to speculate success 
fully in Wall Street, turning over tl 
money she wins to J/ac Avey, with whom 
she arranges to take a clandestine trip t 
the far West. He, secretly, plots to steal 
away to Europe with /ean’s friend. The 
plan is discovered by Sfider, “the wire 
tapper,” he having just relieved tl 
broker’s rural uncle of a sum of money. 
The result is that Jean and her guileless 
broker are again brought together. 

Qf all the characters, the wire-tapper 
is the only one drawn with reasonable 
semblance to life, and as it is acted by 
Mr. Ben Johnson, it almost lends an ef 
fect of actuality to some of the scenes in 
which he appears. Others concerned ar 
Miss Mabel Cameron, Miss Mabel Fren 
vear, Mr. Forrest Winant, and Mr. 
George S. Christie. 

If I have slurred the details of this 
slay it is because muckraking is not the 
surpose of these articles.

of “The Gay Hussars,” but its victories 
on the hard fought field of mirth will be 
due to the heavy artillery of its musical 
score rather than to the pop-gun volleys 
of its adapted libretto. To this new musi- 
cal comedy fell the distinction of inaug- 
urating the new theatrical season in New 
York. Its production came rather precip- 
itously, for its aknost unheralded opening 
was a strategic move to outflank a threat- 
ened rival operetta founded on the same 
Gserman original. ‘This haste may account 
for the present defective make-up of its 
cast, which was not chosen in the careful 
manner characteristic of most of Mr. 
Henry W. Savage’s companies. But wher 
that crafty Yankee manager comes to re 

alize the virility and freshness of the 
melodic scheme of the piece, I am con- 
fident that he will give it every chance 
to develop its real merits, 

For a long time I had heard favorably 
of “The Gay Hussars” in Berlin, where 
it was known as “Ein Herbstmanoeuvre” 

“Autumn Maneuvers’). The songs, I 
was told, were conspicuous for their ‘Teu- 
tonic brawn, which alone would put the 
production in pleasant contrast to the 
flabby muscles of many of our recently 
imported British musical comedies. But 
of the libretto I have been somewhat dub- 
ious. Dealing, as it does, with playfully 
directed satire of the German compulsory 
military system, I have wondered if our 
audiences would be able to appreciate its 
humor. I recalled that “Zapfenstreich” 

“Taps” ), a fine German military drama, 
failed pitifully in this country a few years 
ago because its meaning wholly eluded 
us. 

My doubts now seem to have been well 
founded. The libretto, which Mr. Maur- 

e Brown Kirby has reconstructed from 
the original material by Mr. Karl Von 
Bakonyi and Mr. Robert Bodansky, is 
a sadly jumbled affair, with not even 
that slight coherency and cohesiveness 
expected of musical comedy, and little 
or none of that, sparkle of dialogue 
essential to roughly drawn heroics or 
comic characters. Dependent on its book 
alone ‘The Gay Hussars’ would prob- 
ably fail in short order. But, happily, the

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during the three acts. Her delicacy off- 
sets some of the vaudeville buffoonery of 
Mr. Bobbie North, who was pi ked fron 
the variety branch long before he was 
ripe enough for his present work. He 
impersonates a barber who has_ been 
pressed into the service as a sub-lieuten 
ant, and, moreover, he impersonates it 
badly, although credit is due him for one 
of the best songs, a ditty called “My 
Friend Lebel.” 

The military atmosphere of the piece 
furnishes plenty of opportunities for ef-

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UCH less is to be said in favor of 

“The Florist’s Shop,” another im- 
portation by Mr. Henry W. Savage, 
whose good fortune with “The Merry 
Widow” two seasons ago has naturally 
inclined him toward plays which bear the 
“made in Germany” brand. ‘This produc 
tion with a fragrant title is struggling 
through its first weeks without receiving 
much encouragement even from the most 
indulgent audiences, so I see little pros 
pect of its long survival, once the new 
season settles down in earnest. 

It is a farce of a very obvious sort, 
constructed from timeworn material, peo- 
pled with resurrected comic types, and 
hampered by labored dialogue that is sel- 
dom spontaneous or sparkling and that 
often is dull and heavy. Its few witty 
sallies, in contrast with its general plan, 
stand out like far separated oases in the 
garden of Allah, 

As known in Berlin, where it is said 
to have enjoyed a career, its title was 
“Gliick Bei Frauen” (“Luck With The 
Women’), and the bare mention of the 
names of its authors, Mr. Alexander En- 
gel and Mr. Julius Horst, who also wrote 
“The Blue Mouse,” betrays that Teutonic 
coarseness Was probably one of the at- 
tributes of its original story.
